T’S been a long time since 
battle grazed on the green 
sward in the center of Gettysburg, 
so early risers rubbed their eyes 
and stared unbelievingly when 
they saw a herd of four cattle 
peacefully 
munching 
a 
tasty 
breakfast on the postoffice lawn 
about 6 a. rn. today. 
Word th at a herd of cattle, 
escaped from the slaughterhouse 
of Gallagher’s market, corner of 
West Middle and South Washing­ 
ton streets, was on the loose in 
the borough soon came to the 
ears of Chief of Police Lloyd E, 
Wlsler. 
The cattle, variously reported 
as having been four cows and a 
young bull calf or two steers, a 
heifer and a calf, were promptly 
chased from their federal pasture 
lands by the police chief who 
started them on their way out 
West High street in the hope they 
might eat peacefully on some of 
the open lots in that section until 
their owners were learned. 
Chief Wisler reports that the 
cattle later returned again to the 
postoffice green and later were 
seen by him heading north on 
Franklin street toward the broad 
green areas of the college campus. 
So far as could be learned the 
campus was never reached by the 
animals 
who

chased westward along the rail­ 
road tracks. 
There are unconfirmed reports 
that before the cattle left town 
they circled center square in the 
wrong direction under the very 
eyes of the astounded police force. 
About 7 o'clock, an hour and a 
half after residents say the ani­ 
mals escaped with much bellow­ 
ing from their place of confine­ 
ment, their owners learned of the 
escape and gave chase in the 
general direction of the Mumm as- 
burg road via the Reading rail­ 
road.

Harrisburg (AP).—About two per 
cent of the “pupils” attending Penn­ 
sylvania’s 51 driving schools are told 
politely they shouldn’t drive an 
automobile. 
“Because of physical or mental 
defects, or because they lack co­ 
ordination, we advise about two per 
cent of those who enroll not to 
drive.” said C Vernon Bowen, di­ 
rector 
of 
the 
W F A -operated 
schools. 
"Possibly they could be taught to 
drive and pass the examinations, but 
they would become a hazard; and 


our objective is to keep them off the 
highway.” 
The other 98 per cent. Bowen said, 
“actually pass” the tests given by 
the state motor police. 
There are 
I approximately 2,500 aspiring motor - 


j ists 
now 
attending 
the 
schools, 
| taught by 250 instructors. 
“I think we can safely say that 
I 85 per cent p&ss the first time,” he 
i said. “The others have to go back 
1 for later tests.”

"It’s a funny thing, but some peo­ 
ple can be very good students but 
when they come up for the tests, 
fear overtakes them and they flunk 
the first time,” he commented. 
The schools began in Delaware 
county, where Bowen resided, and on 
recommendation of Percy W. Foote, 
former commissioner of the state 
motor police, the schools were es­ 
tablished in 51 centers over the state 
Local motor and service clubs are 
behind the schools, and W P A fur­ 
nishes the instruction through its 
recreation and education depart­ 


ments. Instructors are chosen from 
the professional service branches 
The courses require about one 
month of the would-be driver's time. 
He receives 20 hours of classroom and 
24 hours of road instruction. 
In 
class he learns the fundamental me­ 
chanics of the car 
The road instruction begins in an 
enclosure, and as the student pro­ 
gresses he gradually is eased into 
conditions of normal traffic, with an 
instructor along. 
Bowen said 5,000 “alumni” now are 
licensed operators. 
Another 2,500 
already had licenses, but attended 
for the instruction, since the schools 
were opened on a state-wide rate in 
1938.

‘Nose Printing’ Plan 
Used to Identify Dogs 


Sacramento, Calif (AP) — Owen 
Kessel, a state criminal identification 
expert, says you can tell any dog by 
the print of his nose. 
Because he 
has lead so often of valuable dogs 
being stolen, he advocates that own­ 
ers keep “nose-prints” by which they 
can positively identify their animals 
Kessel’s system is to wipe the dog’s 
nose dry, smear it with printer's ink, 
and then place a piece of white 
paper against the surface.

not change as the dog grows up. al­ 
though it will become larger.

Centralia. 111. (AP)—James Oliver 
Shanafelt owed $500 and had been 
able to retire only $50 of the debt 
over a four-year period while tilling 
160 acres of farm land. 
But recently the 71-year-old farm ­ 
er bought five new automobiles for 
his wife and children, remodeled his 
house, added two bed rooms and a 
bath room and installed electric re­ 
frigeration, oil heat and modern 
furniture. 
How? Oil had been found on his 
property northeast of Centralia. 
There 
are 
hundreds of 
•’Jim" 
Shanafelts in southern Illinois. His 
homestead is a typical example of 
the economic revolution which ac­ 
companied IllinoLs’ climb to fifth 
place among the nation’s oil produc­ 
ing states during an oil boom now 
two years old. 
Shanaf.elt’s children attended a 
rural church, Young’s Chapel. 
It 
could not afford a regular pastor. 
Then oil was found in the one-acre 
church yard.

has $18,000 in oil royalty in its treas­ 
ury.

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HUEY'S BROTHER 
TO BE GOVERNOR 
OF LOUISIANA 


Baton Rouge, La., June 22 (AP) — 
An unheralded change In Louisiana 
governors that will elevate Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Earl K. Long, brother 
of the late “Kingftsh” Huey P. Long, 
put the state in a political whirl to­ 
day. 
Governor Richard W Leche an­ 
nounced Wednesday night he would 
resign next week, with nearly ll 
months of his term unexpired. 
As 
lieutenant governor, Long will suc­ 
ceed automatically. 
Although Leche gave ill health — 
two severe arthritis attacks — as his 
immediate reason, observers noted 
the announcement followed days of 
almost continuous conferences and 
paralleled a federal investigation of 
W.P A activities in the state 
Tire fiery, quick-tempered, 43-year- 
old lieutenant governor, whose career 
has included staunch support and 
bitter denunciation of the Senator 
Long, immediately rushed to New 
Orleans for political conferences. He 
Issued a statement he would carry 
n "the fine work done in the last ten 
years under my brother, Gov O. K 
Allen and Richard W Leche.” 
Political storm clouds began ga­ 
thering two weeks ago following pub­ 
lication by the New Orleans States 
of a story that a Louisiana state 
university truck, loaded with window 
sashes made at Hie university, had 
brought them to a house being built 
by a close friend of Governor Leche. 
Leche promptly called an open 
hearing in Baton Rouge. The hear­ 
ing later was indefinitely postponed 
pending investigation of ‘'other m at­ 
ters.” Soon afterward the Shreve­ 
port Journal printed a syndicated 
article from Washington, in which 
Leches name again was mentioned, 
which resulted in prompt announce­ 
ment by state W P A Administrator 
J H Crutcher that an investigation 
had been begun on orders from 
Washington. 
Crutcher said at that time that "if 
the evidence warrants, the charges 
will be prosecuted without delay in 
the United States courts ” 
Paul 
Hansen, chief of the W PA, investi­ 
gating unit for five southern states, 
launched the Inquiry Wednesday, 
The incoming governor, two years 
younger than his brother now buried 
on the terraced lawn of the state 
capitol, lacks some of the colorful 
personality but none of Huey's spirit 
and vindictiveness.

Huey. Earl Long finished law school 
and held minor political jobs for 
rcveral years after Ills brother be­ 
came governor In 1928. 
Embittered 


at Huey’s failure to support him for 
lieutenant governor in 1931 he ran 
; on an opposition ticket, finished last. 
Later the brothers were reconciled, 
and at the time Huey Long was 
killed in the capitol In September, 
1935, Earl said he was “one of the 
leaders in the organization.”
